There they 
waited for several minutes, until Tay- 
lor pointed out his alleged “wife,” a 
striking beauty, dressed in a handsome 
suit of the latest fashion. 


and followed Taylor’s “wife” for some 
distance. When she stopped to buy 
something in the dry gocds store, Koch 
is said to have waited in throwir~ dis- 
tance, and took up the scent again 
when she emerged.

W. C. Marshall, senior partner of 
the dead editor, was cross-examined as 
to the trouble Harris and Thompson 
had in October, 1908, over a bill sent 
the former for his subscription to The 
Virginian. ~ He could not recall the 
language of the letter which Harris 
had sent in reply, but said that the 
tone of it was offensive. 

Albert Thomas testified that Harris 
remarked that after the shooting that 
he had been compelled to shoot Thomp- 
son.

OFFICERS WILL 
BE TAUGHT HOW 


School for National Guard 
Officers Is Now 
Planned. 


In accordance with the suggestion of 
Adjutant Genere A. J. Scott, which 
has received the warm indorsement of 
the United States war department, 
there will be held in Georgia, probably 
next June, a school of instruction for 
the national guard ‘officers of the 
state. 

General Scott has just received a 
letter from the department warmly 
commending his plan and containing 
additional suggestions looking to the 
execution of it. 

It is planned to have three such 
schools of instruction, one for each 
branch of the service,.with the pos- 
sibility that that for the infantry 
branch will be split -into two, one 
being held in Savannah and the other 
in Atlanta. 

The artillery officers willl, it {s eax- 
pected, recelve instruction at Fort 
Screven. on Tybee island, and the 
cavalry officers at Fort Oglethorpe, 
near Chickamauga. 

The plan contemplates forming the 
officers into companies or squads of 
privates and instructing them in the 
groundwork of military scfence.
